TRADE SALES. 


A correspondent from the South whose communication has been 
delayed from lack of space and which we are obliged now either to 
greatly condense or exclude altogether, mas several suggestions con- 
cerning the general subjects of Trade Sales and their management. 


lst. He proposes that the auctioneers be elected every three years, and 
this position he would hold out as a reward to members of the Trade, based 


| upon presumed great profits. The arguments in favor of this idea are 


more general than practical. 

2d. The Trade Sale books to be open to the inspection and control of 
purchasers as well as contributors. 

3d. All lots bought to be delivered ; if not delivered “ the buyer to get 
their full value in money.” Thus, if he buys 10 U. 8S. Dispensatories at $1.50 
per copy, and they are not delivered, he claims to be entitled to 860, the 
long price of the copies bought. He urges that the buyer is obliged to abide 
by all his bargains, and he demands that the contributor shall adhere to his. 
He states that much of the objection to Trade Sales on the part of buyers is 
owing to want of system in respect to the foregoing; purchasers being dis- 
appointed in the receipt of books they really wanted, but always getting 
those they eared little for, but bought in the excitement of an auction. He 
says “let it once be established, that what is sold must be delivered, either 
in goods or in their full value in ¢ and the audience will soon grow to its 
natural size; the bidding will be More spirited; the sales a great deal

larger, and would make the stock of cach bookseller safer property.” 

4th. Every purchaser should have the privilege either to receive his 
goods personally or through an agent ; to attend himself to the poeees and 
shipping or to intrust it to the auctioneers. ‘This he claims would be a ve 
great convenience and insure perfect accuracy; avoiding many if not all 
those aggravating little errors, too little to justify a correspondence and too 
great to submit to if they can be avoided by any reasonable means. “ We 
are informed by the auctioneers that the goods are all in their possession, 
before the sales commence ; why, then, can they not be delivered, invoice by 
invoice, if they are in their hands ?” 

5. Contributors should give a guarantee to those purchasers who pay in 
advance. This is intended as surety for the auctioneers, who, he supposes, 
may fail between his payment and the delivery of the goods. 
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- 6. In addition to a Committee of contributors for the regulation of Trade 
Sales, he proposes a co-operating Committee of buyers, to be elected before 
each sale. 

7. The auctioneers to be responsible for all deficiencies, number, quality 
and price ; purchasers should not be obliged to apply to the contributors? 
This is enforeed by reference to recognized principles. He states that the 
present plan leads to unnecessary and annoying correspondence. 

The above reforms our correspondent urges very earnestly, and hopes 
that the Book Trade will keep pace with the general progress of the age.
